2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a fingerprint 
detection apparatus and method using said apparatus, said apparatus comprising the combination of a liquid source containing a 
solution which upon vaporization and contact with a surface to be inspected can provide an image of a fmgerprint, a flow passage in 
fluid communication with the liquid source, a valve operable to control flow of liquid form the liquid source to the flow passage, a 
heater arranged to heat the solution in the flow passage into a gaseous state, and an optional switch operable to activate the valve and 
the heater such that solution flowing through the flow passage is vaporized and directed outwardly from the apparatus.
